.ference. An alternative method seems to be sticking your Bird meter 


directly onto the HT and the duck directly onto the bird. Both these 
methods were used for the Mark IV Wilson with the same results--both re- 
moved 5-6 turns from the original antenna bringing the SWR from 8:1 to 
1.4:1. Back on the HT, both the duck and a dummy load produced the same 
current draw, so one would be lead to think the duck was doing a 50-ohm 
job. So I guess if you've gotta use 
a duck, you may as well make sure its 
lmouth isn't full of feathers.
